Financial View of the En- 
terprise. 


Hon. W. P. Price before the 
Committee on Commerce. 


The following are the concluding remarks 
of Hen. W. P. Price in behalf of the Great 
Southern Canal, made on the 19th Decem- 
ber last, before the Committee on Com- 
merce of the House of Representatives, 
United States Congress: 

Bot, Mr. Chairman, there is yet another 
and vital reason, why there should be a 
safe, an! at ail seasons of jthe year, relia 
ble outlet to the Atlantic seaboard for the 
immense grain crops of the West. Ik is 
one thet underlies the financial policy of 
the Government. 

Let it be remembered that we have a bank- 
ing system which has gained for itseif the ad- 
miration of almost everybody, save perhaps 
the bankers in the more populous cities of 
the North and East, who at this very time, 
are secking to change, by Congressional leg- 
islaiion, the safe-guards which have been 
thrown out for the protection of the bill-hold- 
ers and depositors. The bankers, speculators 
and capitalietaare now using, s8 an argument 
in favor of removing these ~wholesome re- 
atrictions of the government, the fact that 
owing to the closing of navigation in ibe 
early fail and winter, causing the western 
farmer to retain his crop unul spring, (un- 
less he forces it over railroads at enhanced 
rates of freight,) there is preduced in money 
centres what bankers call "a ‘Yeecason of 
abundance.” Agaip, in the spring, when 
navigation reopens, and the great store 
houses of the Westare thrown open and 
supplies go forward, the immense drain from 
money centres, to pay forthe crops which 
the West has been burdened Avith during the 
winter, causes a season of srgngency, as it is 
termed in ihe vernacular of apkers. ‘To cor- 
rect these fluctuations, let, us examine the 
remedy which the moneyed men propose, and 
see, also, what the resirictions are which 
they wish removed. 


that in the large cities each bank shall hold 
at all times an amount of lawful meney eqasl 
to not less than one-fourth of ite circulating 
notes and deposits combined, and for viola- 
ting this fundamental law of their creation, 
& proper 7 is imposed, to-wit: The 
penalty of liquidation. It isin the enforce 
ment of these restrictions that the public is 
protected. It is these very provisions in our 
banking system that have won for itso large a 
share ot public confic:ace. And it is incom- 
pelling the banks to conform to these pro- 
visions of the law that they experience so 
much inconvenience, they say, and which re- 
sults unfavorably to th.m Mm sessons of etrin- 
gency. Now, in order to obviate the sud- 

en fluctuations in the money market 
whic. range from 2 to 60 per cent. on call 
lvene, ag well as to ent money panics, 
which occur regularly “two or three times 
a year,” the remedy proposed by thie bankers 
is to cllow tile banks to be left free to issue 
whatever atnount of notes they find to be re- 
quired by the legimate needs of business, the 
notes to be secured, as at present, by the de- 
posit-ef bonds at Washington ; tiiese notes to 
be received by the banks in periods of re- 
dandancy ef circulation; and also, that in pe- 
riods of preasurc, the banks bo allowed to 
use, even to exhaustion, the reserves which 
the law now recuires that they shall always 
keep on hand for the protection of Aeposit- 
ors. By these modes they pretend to say the 
rate of interest would be kept comparatively 
even. And in addition to these very question- 
able modes of preventing stringencies and 
advanced rates of discount, the bauking gen- 
lemen propose to abolish all our usury 
laws, thus opening siili wider thedoor for 
avarice and extoruon. 

Now, if it be true thet the obstruction to 
navigation, in winter by the present routes. 
ie the result of all tuis derangement in our 
money system, or if it even contributes, in a 
very lafge degree, toward producing these 
flacwations in exchanges, discount and in. 
terest, we think we can find a safer remedy 
for the existing, evils than the abrogation of 
those Inws which sre the safe-guards of bill-
